DEBATE 

The  Upper  Sandusky  high  school  debate  team  was  composed  of  six  members,  there  being  three  affirm- 
ative and  three  negative  speakers.  There  were  no  small  schools  who  wished  to  take  time  for  debating; 
therefore,    no   outside   debates   were  held. 

Friday,  April  13.  the  team  went  to  Heidelberg  College,  Tiffin,  Ohio  to  debate  with  several  northern 
Ohio  school  teams.  A  tournament  was  held  in  which  twenty-four  schools  were  enrolled.  Upper  Sandusky 
debaters  made  a  fine  showing  in  the  tournament.  They  went  through  the  debates  in  a  splendid  manner 
and  were  not  eliminated  until  next  to  the  last  debate  which  was  with  Osborn  High  School.  As  a  school  they 
won  five  out  of  six  debates  and  as  separate  affirmative  and  negative  teams  they  won  five  out  of  nine.
